Ottawa, Nov. 2.—In accordance with 
the recent order in council passed by 
the government various points

Carpenter, commisioner of police in the 
interior department, and formerly 
chief of detectives in Montreal, and 
police chief in Edmonton, has been ap- 
pointed registrar, In addition to Mon- 
treal registration bureaus will be es- 
tablished at Ottawa, Sydney, Fort Wil- 
liam, Winnipeg, Regina, Calgary, Ed- 
monton, Vancouver and probably at 
other points, if found necessary. 

It Is possible that arangements may 
be made in the west whereby Germans 
and Austrians living long distanacs 
from the point of registratica may be 
enabled to take out their parole with- 
out the necessity of goipy to the 
bureau.

STUDENTS WANTED 
FREE SHOW; POLIC 
APPEAR ON SCENE 


Four University Students In the 
Arms of the Law But Let 
Go With Warning. 


DETECTVES FIRE SHOTS 
WHEN ONE BREAKS AWAY 


Varsity Boys Were Over-en- 
thusastic When They Won 
Gridiron Battle. 


Four students of the 
young fellows, not more than seven- 
teen or eighteen years old, were “col 
lared” and arrested on Saturday night 
about 9 o'clock by the police at the 
Bijou theater on First street. 

The students, as is often their cus- 
tom following a victory on the grid- 
iron or at other sport, parade the 
streets 100 strong or more, indulging In 
harmless pranks and the like. Satur- 
day night being Halloween night, and 
following their victory over the Civics 
at rugby in the afternoon, the stud- 
ents were particularly joyful. 

Coming east along Jasper and 
whooping up their colloge yells the 
student parade turned north on First 
street and came to a stop opposite the 
Bijou theater. Here they stood for 
some two or three minutes quietly de- 
bating their next move, In the shadow 
of a telephone post on the opposite 
side of the street, stood a uniformed 
policeman, He was very sullen, He 
scowled at the groop of students and 
tugged at his black” moustache as he 
wondered what their next move would 
be, what they were up to and whut 
was he to do when they started, 

At last they had decided. They 
would pay a free but orderly visit to 
the Bijou theater and the newest 
styles in war pictures, Nor did they 
perceive the guardian of the law who 
by this time had taken up his stand In 
front of the theater and was talking 
to Manager Hazza of the Bijou. 

The students were two abreast and 
as they crossed the threshold of the 
theater entrance, Manager Hazza left 
the outer edge of the sidewalk and ran 
to the leaders of the parade. “Wait a 
minute boys,” he said, but the boys 
had decided before hand not to wait, 
and continued their march inward. 

This was too much for the lone 
policeman who so far had remained 
cool and stood outside, With a leap 
and three steps he was at the heal of 
the parade and struggling to get hold 
of the first in line. He pushed and 
shoved and fought to stop the onrush 
of students Into the playhouses But 
even his roughhouse tactics were no 
match for the body of human flesh and 
blood pushing with brute — strength 
from behind, and many of the boys 
reached the inside of the theater and 
those in the rear pushed their hardest 
with the hope of gaining admittance, 

By this time a large crowd had gath- 
ered and the excitement was yet to 
begin. 

And it so happened luckily for the 
lone policeman, that but a few min- 
utes before, the police patrol, contain- 
ing Detective Kroning, Roberts, Shaw, 
Broadribb and Fryant had_ travelled 
west on Jasper to a house on Fourth 
street near the Cecil hotel, where they 
arrested a couple of girls and two men 
in a disorderly house, and were re- 
turning to the police station and pass- 
{ing the Bijou when they were at- 
tracted by the crowd and naturally 
ran to see what was up, 

Detectives  Kroning and Fryant 
plowed their way into the mob, In 
front of them was Policeman Rasmus- 
sen, In plain clothes, and further in 
still, was the lone policeman with the 
black moustache who had made the 
first atempt to stop the students’ en- 
trance,

before four towsy headed students 
were brought to the street tighly col-
